HAT may be considered the most 
practicable emigration scheme 
yet submitted for the considera, 

tion of the Home and Dominion Gov- 
ernments is that proposed by Mr.) R. 
C. Seott on behalf of the Allan Lind at 
the Royal Colonial Institute Conference. 
It will undoubtedly be seriously don- 
sidered, as it affords’a means of dé¢al- 
ing with one of the most difficylt ‘prob- 
lems of the day--the permafient and 
satisfactory settlement upon the land 
of a class willing to work and likely to 
do well for themselves and the coun- 
try t6 which they migrate. 

The synopsis of the scheme shows 
that much care has been exercised in 
its preparation, and though particulars 
are elearly shown and generalities 
avoided, there is no doubt but that 
the propounders of the project would 
be prepared to make alterations to meet

LIMITING NIAGARA POWER 
Y a treaty recently signed by Great 
B Britain and the United States pro- 
vision is made for regulating the 
use of water for power purposes at 
Niagara Falls, The Canadian side is to 
be permitted the use of 36,000 eubig feet 
per second, while the New York’ side 
will be allowed to use 20,000 eubio feet 
per second. Says a writer im the Iron 
Age, of New York; 

‘‘The amount aloltted to the Can; 
adian side will make possible a much 
larger development than is new in use, 
but as the developing companies sre 
permitted by the Canadian authorities, 
as well as by the United States authori- 
ties, to transmit and sell in the United’ 
States at least half of the er gener- 
ated in Canada, the New York side is 
benefited by-the Canadian development. 

‘*The 20,000 cubic feet per second 
allotted to the power companies on the 
New York side will make it possible 
fer. the Niqgara Falls Power pany 
and the Niagara Falls Hydraulic Power

PURIFYING WATER 


HE Toronto Telegram’s opinion is 
anxiously avia'*' ax to the atue 
of a new theory for purifying: 

water now being discussed by the scien- 
tists, It has been found that in’ many 
cases bacteria are killed by the presence 
of metals in very minute quantities, so 
that water may ‘be sterilized by merel 
allowing it to stand in a metallic vessel. 
Tateresting experiments have been made 
by Dr. A. ©. Rankin, demonstrator in 
bacteriology at MeGill University, Mon- 
treal, support this view, Says a writer 
in the Lancet (London); 

‘*Sundry metalS possess not merely 

a distinet inhibitory action upon the 
growth of molds, bacteria, and other 
micro-organisms, but exert even a germ- 
icidal power. Water containing the 
typhoid bacillus and kept in a clean 
copper bow] becomes sterile. When air 
is passed through water containing 
abundant colon bacilli there is no in- 
hibitory effect. Relatively large 
amounts of pure zine with large surface 
area, placed in water contaminated with 
abundant colon bacilli and allowed to 
remain fér'one hour, bring about a re- 
cognizable, but not extreme, destruc- 
tion of the bacteria. Aluminum and 
copper, under similar cireumstances, 
have no perceptible effect. The sama 
experiment repeated, but awith the oxy- 
pon driven out of the water by previous 
oiling, proved that none of these 
metals had any influence upon the sub- 
went growth of the bacteria. From 
this it would appear that such bacteri-/ 
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a

HE famous foundation’ commonly 
called Westminster School, though 
its. official designatibn is ‘St, 

Peter’s College, Westminster,’’ possess 
es some decidely curious privileges, 

This school dates back to the eleventh 
century, when the monks of Westmin- 
ster Abbey maintained one of the finest 
scholastic establishments in the land, It 
was, however, Queen Elizabeth who 
placed the scliool on the footing that it 
holds today, and who granted to it cer 
tain valuable privileges peculiar to it 
self. The successors of Queen Bess 
granted to the school additional privi 
Jeges until even Eton, first “as it is in 
many things among sehools, cannot rival 
Westuiiuster in the matter of these curi 
ous gights, 

For instance, the boys of Westminstor 
may of right claim that six seats at 
least sball each day be devoted to their 
special use in the gallery of the House

Also, through the ¢aptain of the school, 
the Westminster boys have the right to 


be the first subjects of the monarch to 


hail him after the crown is placed upon 
his head. 

Westminster scholars in residence can 
claim the right—and they often do—to 
promenade on the terrace of the House 
of Commons during the Sunday after- 
noons of sehool terms. This is a favor- 
ite walk of the boys, whose ‘‘bounds’’ 
are somewhat restricted owing to the 
situation of the school. 


This school, alone of all publi¢ schools 
in England, has its daily services in 
Latin, und this is done in at least one 
service each day for the King’s scholars, 
Westminster has also the right of hold- 
ing on an appointed day each year a 
full choral service in the Abbey, entirely 
in Latin, 

Westminster is the only publie school 
in England that performs annually what 
is termed a ‘‘royal’’ play, inasmuch as 
this yearly Latin play used always to be 
attended by royalty, and so became in a 
way a kind of ‘‘national’’ affair, In 
this way came many of the famous epi- 
logues to the plays, dealing with all 
sorts of national events in jocular fash- 
ion. The Latin play at Westminster, 
which has continued for upward of three 
hundred and fifty years, must, however, 
be suspended in any year wherein oceurs 
the death of the reigning monareh or of 
the immediate heir to the English 
throne, 


WHY TREES KILL GRASS 


iy is a matter of common observation 
that grass does not grow so well

SURGERY 
(By. Walter L, Beasley) 


rarest and, most remurkable of all 

the great birds in captivity in the 
New York Zoological Park, was the sub- 
ject of a remarkable surgical operation 
recently performed by Dr, W. Reed 
Blair,. During the short period of his 
eaptivity—about 4 year—his enormous 
curved beak, for some unknown reason, 
had grown to such an unusual length 
that it became difficult for the big bird 
to close its bill properly, this seriously 
interfering with his eating of the two 
pounds of juicy raw beef provided for 
his daily luncheon, The preliminary task 
of teating the beef into strips was 
eagerly and satisfactorily accomplished, 
but when the vital moment came for 
getting a good mouthful and swallow- 
ing the delicious morsels, the extra-long 
ineurved beak was foun€ to be an bdb- 
stucle. To relieve the great bird ofshig 
trouble required the combined stretigth 
and strategy of two of the keepers, who 
entered the cage, and throwing a hedvy 
piece of white canvas over the harpy’s 
head, took a firm grip around the 
powerful legs and dangerous talons 
Thus completely enveloped, the patient 
was carried out to the corral in the rear 
of his cage. The canvas was then. re- 
moved and, while the two keepers still 
retained a secure hold on the harpy’s 
immense legs and neck; Dr. Blair quick? 
ly ¢lipped off about an inch of the 
troublesome und ingrowing beak and 
tiled off the upper and lower portions of 
the same, 

The harpy is considered one. of the 
rich ornithological prizes of the world, 
being exceedingly rare in captivity. At 
present, in fact, there exist only two, 
the other being in Washington, D.C, 
Director Hornaday, of the New York 
Zoological Park, secured this fine speci- 
men from the interior of Colombia, 
where it was captured by a daring In- 
dian, (The harpy, which is much fear 
ed and dreaded by the native inhabj 
tatus, frequents the dense jungles and 
secluded forests of Central and South 
America, -He is armed and equipped 
with great wéapons of offence, and is 
able to, cope with vigorous prey, The 
presence of a soaring harpy bovering 
over an Indian settlement or hut canses 
a panic, and a general danger alarm is 
sounded, for the winged creature, with 
its strong massive legs and sharp, vise 
like claws, is capable of swooping dowa 
and carrving off small children and ani- 
mals, and has been known even to at: 
tack grown persons, 

Harpies are capable of killing ani 
mals three times their size and weight, 
They principally feed on and capture 
sloths, foxes, monkeys, fawns, tur 
keys, aud pecearies, The specimen in 
the New York Zoological Park is youag 
and thought tobe little ever two years 
old. He is thirty,eight inehes in length. 
The breast is of a resplendent white,

wings, tail, and back are dark The 
surprising owldike head, having a crest 
of dary grey feathers, is a striking 
wharacteristic of the bird

As for the torpede which it fires, there 
is up to date no case of an undamuged 
ship ubder way. at. sea being hit by one. 
In the Japanese-Russian war four Rus- 
sian Warships were torpedoed after 
Tsushima by fast Japanese destroyers 
or torpedo boats, but two of these four 
had been grievously injured in the battle 
and the moral of the vrews of the other 
two had been destroyed. It will be 
found that submarines, to achieve any 
real measure of success, must have 
Dreadnoughts and ernisers behind them, 

As for the mine, though it proved 
deadly to six or seven ships in the Par 
Eastern war, there were numerous cases 
in which ships struck mines. and were 
not very much the worse. The loss of 
the Hatsuse and Petropavloysk was @)- 
most eertainly due to the fact that they 
had submarine mines on board which 
were detonated by the explosion, Sub- 
marine mines will not be carried by our 
larger warships in war, so that this peril 
bas greatly dintinished; Moreover, by 
the use oi trawlers a’ passage can be 
cleared through any mine-field without 
excessive risk to the Dreadnoughts. 

As for the destroyer, we have heard 
any time these last twenty-five’ years 
that the. fast torpedo craft would render 
the battleships useless. Yet if one fact 
stauds out from the history of recent 
naval war itis that such above-water 
torpedo craft, unsupported by ~ battle- 
ships, can effect Jittle or nothing against 
a vigilant enemy, and that battleships 
decide naval struggles, 

The real way of defending ouselves 
|} against hostile submarines, destroyers, 
and mnine-layers is not to run away but 
to uttack the enemy vigorously on his 
own coast and preventing his ships get 
ting to sea, That was the method pur- 
sued by the Japanese. Close up to Port | 
Arthur they stationed their destroyers

To 
jdelay the coming-out of the Russians,

The Russians had_»no submarines and 
were very inert, ‘But the same tactics, 
modified to suit the situation, could be 


emploved in the North Sea, The British 
main fleet would be held ut a base favor 
ably placed from the strategie point, 
though unfortunately up to date no such 
base has been ereated. The work of 
blockade inshore would be carried out 
by destroyers and submarines, supported 
| by small, fast eruisers, with a stronger
